Prayers are paradoxical. We unite with 
all people in prayer 1 ... we divide, or de¬ 
tach ourselves completely from all others 
in prayer. 

Whether offered in supplication or 
thanksgiving, prayers are 'as unique as peo¬ 
ple. Yet, there are many beautiful and 
meaningful prayers with wthich we all share 
an affinity. 

Thousands of years ago Plato offered: 
“King Zeus, grant us the good 
whether we pray for it or not. 

But keep evil away from us Whether 
we pray for it or not.” 

In the fourteenth century St. Francis 
of Assisi wrote: 

“God. grant me the serenity to 
accept the things I cannot change. 
Courage to change the things I can 
and Wisdom to know the difference.” 

An old Gaelic prayer — which offers 
total friendship — is still today a favorite: 
“May the road rise to meet you, 
May the wind be always at your back, 


May the sun shine warm upon 
your face . . . 

And, until we meet again, 

May God hold you in the palm of 
His hand.” 

From all the prayers that have been 
handed down to us through itlje years a 
particular favorite is the plea of Sir Jacob 
Astly — before he led the English troops to 
victory at the Battle of Edge Hill: 

“Lord I shall be very busy this day. 

I may forget Thee, but do not Thou 
forget me.” 

One of the most beautiful prayers — 
because of its simplicity — offered in 
Thanksgiving by Carl Sandburg: 

“For the laughter of children who 
tumble barefooted and bareheaded 
in the summer grass.” 

Most of us think of prayers as being 
expressed in words. Yet, perhaps we will 
agree that some of the best prayers — 
like songs — are without words.

Initiative Petition 

An idea can be made into law 
■n Massachusetts without the 
approval of the Legislature or 
governor, by the use of the 
initiative petition. The process 
is made easier if the legislature 
also approves the bill, but even 
if they turn it down, with 
enough signatures it can be put 
on the ballot anyway, where the 
people can make the final 
decision on election day. 

A citizens’ campaign reform 
group headed by Senator John 
M. Quinlan initiated such a 
petition last year. By law they 
needed enough signatures to 
equal 3% of the vote in the l_ast 
gubernatorial election, or 
56,038 names. They got 75,057. 

Petition Rejected 

The petition came to the 
House this week, and it was 
re-jected. The argument 
against it was that the com¬ 
prehensive campaign reform 
bill passed last year by the 
legislature covered many of the 
same reforms, and that the two 
laws would be confusing if both 
in force, causing chaos in the 
enforcement of campaign fin¬ 
ance procedures. 

Yet the proponents of the 
petition said they were willing 
io amend the proposal through 
the legislative process to mesh 
with the exisiting law, and the

Gun Legislation 

By a 78-142 roll call, the 
House voted against a Bill 
(H.2991) requiring the registra¬ 
tion of handguns. Instead the 
House accepted the adverse 
report on the Committee on 
Public Safety-on the bill. 

In all, the Legislature killed 
five gun control bills this week. 
One was filed by Governor 
Sargent which would have 
banned handguns with barrels 
of five inches or less. 

However, the Public Service 
Committee has endorsed a bill 
banning handguns of less than 
three inches, and it is expected 
to come to the floor next week. 
The two inches difference is 
wider than one might think, as 
many prophets think this bill 
may pass.
